Neverthelfs, That if in any of the faid actions or fvits, judgment be given for the 
plaintiff, and the fame be reverfed for error, or a verdict pafs for the plaintiff, and upon 
matter alledged in arrek of judgment, the judgment be given againft the plaintiff, that 
he take nothing by his writ ; in fuch cafes the plaintiff, his heirs, executors, or adminif- 


trators, may commence a new action or fuit, from time to time, within a year after fuch 


judgment reverfed, or fuch judgment given againtt the plaintiff, and not after, 
Provided, That if any perfon that is or thall be cutitled to any fuch action as before.
